Plan n Duplicate of That Used Last Year; Eighty Per Cent of 
Student Body Expected To Take Advantage of 
Opportunity For Early Registration 


Session To Inaugurate Univer- 
sity’s Participation In Bicen- 
tennial Celebration 


Students of ell divisions of the Uni- 
versity located on the campus, Who 
plan to continue their work next sem- 
ester, may take advantage of the op- 
portunity to care for moet of the de- 
tails ot registration by mall, under e 
plan Inst announced by Fred B. Nes- 
sell, registrar of the University. 

The plan- la In effect a 1 duplication 
of that used last year, when 47% of 
the student body completed registra- 
tion In advance .of the regularly an- 
nounced' dates, thus mitigating the 
delays and inconveniences of regia 
t ration crowds. It la expected that 
this year 30% of tha student body 
will take advantage of the plan. 

Attention la called to the fact that 
registration tor the second semester 
is necessary ia all oarer, even though 
the student’s program for the second 
semester be Identical with that of tha 


.all Law student* without application. 

Conferences with deans and advis- 
ers may be arranged during the 


: period from J anil ary 2 to January 21. 
'This period will be extended to Janu- 
ary 23 for Law students. For the 
convenience of the student a list of 
ofilce hours Is printed below. 

The neceeeary approval of program 
having been obtained from the dean 
or adviser, registration forms should 
then be made out and filed at the 
Registrar’s office. 

Payment of Tuition 

The Initial payment on the second 
semester’s tuition may be made In ad- 
vance, or during the regular registra- 
tion periods. Students ars warned 
that the ueual late registration fee 
will apply if payment la not made by 
Febrnary 2, 1931, In all divisions ex- 
cept the Law School. In that school 
tha lata tea will ha charged after 
January II, 1331. The etatement of 
tuition la given to the student at tha 
time registration forms are filed, and

Dr. C. C. Swisher, professor emeri- 
tus of History, after whom the club 
waa named, had recovered soflMeotly 
from his long illness to be preeent. 

Professor Kayssr presided and In- 
troduced the speaker. Professor 
Churchill and Dr. Ragats were pres- 
ent, as well as tbs wife of the latter. 

Relate* Events 

Col. Key-Smith related in a most 
Interesting manner the events leading 
up to and Incident te the writing of 
the National Anthem. Hie subject 
was "Francis Soott Key and the Na- 
tional Anthem." He told of Key'e 
being sent to the British fleet to 
secure the release of a certain Dr. 
Beems, who waa taken prisoner by 
the British and charged with being 
a traitor. Dr. Beems had been falsely 
accused by those who were not In full 
possession of the facte, and was In 
danger of being sent to Halifax. Key 
arrived In time to save the doctor, 
but he and hia party were detained 
because of an attack on Baltimore 
which the British oontemplated at 
that time. 

After the address a short business 
meeting was held, at which time It 
wie decided to elect two faculty ad- 
visers for the dub.

BRAZIL IS TOPIC 
OF DR. COUTINHO 
IN TALK TO CLUB 

Touches On Important Phases 
Of Present Situation In Sooth 
American Republic 

Dr. Blqueria Ooutlnho, regent of the 
Georgetown University foreign service 
school, end technical counselor of the 
Portuguese Legation, delivered an In- 
teresting address on the subject, 
“Brasil," before the members of the 
George Washington International Re- 
latione Club, Thursday evening. Small 
end quiet, with the genlst smile 
■which characterises hie race, Dr. Oou- 
tlnho made a tremendous Impression 
on Ue audience, for he spoke as one 
haring the authority of positive In- 
formation. Hie address touched on 
many phases of the situation In Bra- 
ill. Its background and Inhabitants, 
and economic and political conditions. 
During the forum which followed the 
meeting Dr. Coutlnho proved reedy 
end eb!e to answer all questions 
which were put to him, telling quick- 
ly and definitely about Immigration 
and tho race problem, constitutional 
law fa Brasil, relations between Bra- 
sil end the United States, Braaltian 
attitude toward Simon Bolivar, the 
“Washington ft South America,” and 
many other points. 

Portugal liberal to Colonies 

“Portugal never set out to Impose 
her autbqrity or to conquer the na- 
tive* of any of her colonies," said Dr. 
Coutlnho. “Instead, eh* made alli- 
ances with the natives, and tried to 
Chrletlanli* them. Spain, on the con- 
trary, ruthleaely conquered and ex- 
ploited the oolonfes which she pos- 
sessed. As a result, Spain I oat her 
colonies, while Portugal is today the 
third large*, colonial empire In the 
world." 

This liberalism in treatment of the 
colonies, he pointed out, continued 
throughout the reign of Portugal In 
Brail]. Brasilian Independence was 
granted without bloodshed. “There- 
fore, Brasil, haring grown up under 
such a liberal regime, is today the 
moot liberal qountry In South Amer- 
ica. They will always try to use 
peaceful means before retorting to 
war."
